Schoolcraft spent many. years - 
of his life among the Indians, and during 
the three years which he lived among the 
Ojibways, he learned their oral legends 
and traditions which he recorded with 
painstaking accuracy. His records at- 
tracted the attention of Henry Weds- 
worth Longfellow, whoin his poem ‘The 
Song of Hiawatha” has rescued from ob- 
livion this remnant of American myth-

postcard, and I haven’t seen that much 
from any of you. 

Well, I have only just a little more 
than a year now to do and that will soon 
go. But if conditions in the States do 
not improve considerable between now 
and then, I an going to do it all over 
again. If I do, I will go either to China 
or the Philippines, because I have seen 
all of this side of the world that I really 
care to. However, things ought to be 
lots better by this time next year, let’s 
hope so anyway. 

Suppose you sort of expect some little 
account of my trip down through 
Sunny Italy, so I will try to give you a 
brief synopsis of events. 

On the night of the fifth my friend, 
Cpl. Brown of Kansas, and I left our 
home and fireside and went to Cologne 
so as to be there early the next morning 
in order to get our passes vised by the 
Swiss and Italian consuls before we en- 
tered those countries. After quite a 
little difficulty we obtained the Swiss 
vise but were unable to get the Italian, 
as that consulate happened to be closed 
for the day. This didn’t worry us a 
great deal, though, as we could get it 
just as well as not further along. We 
left Cologne in the afternoon and went 
up the Rhine as far as Ludwigshafen 
that night. The next day we proceeded 
as far as Basel, Switzerland, by the way 
of Strassburg and Mulhausen, ar- 
riving in Basel late in the afternoon. 
The next morning we spent in hunting 
up the American and Italian consuls 
and looking the town over, and in the 
afternoon we went on as far as Lucerne; 
a veryspretty ride but the real: moun- 
tains don’t appear till you get most to 
Lucerne. We left Lucerne in the morn- 
ing just at daybreak and got away just 
in time to see the sun rise over the lakes 
and mountains of Lucerne and I'll tell 
you it was just wonderful. You can 
talk about all the pretty sunsets you 
want to, but that sure beat anything 
you ever saw. From there on until we 
got down to Chiasso, the Italian border, 
we passed through some of the most 
wonderful scenery you can ever imagine: 
The railroad twists and winds around 
those little valleys and climbs and 
twists some more. When you get way 
up to the jumping-off place and look 
down into the valley below and see 
several stages of track you have gone 
over looking like little ribbons with toy 
trains running over them, it seems most 
impossible to beliéve that just a short 
while ago you weré down there looking 
up at the lines above where they skirt 
along the precipices and shoot over the 
trestles that cross the chasms at such 
dizzy heights. At St. Gotthards we 
passed through what is known as the 
longest tunnel in the world and I guess 
it is all right, because it seemed like 
hours before we got through the blamed 
thing. ‘Lugano is about the prettiest 
place we saw. It is a small town set in 
the middle of a group of lakes with 
lofty mountains towering right up from 
their banks, From Lugano on we began 
the descent and at Chiasso, the Italian 
border, we were pretty well out of the 
mountains and at Milan, our first stop 
in Italy, we were down on the level. 
We stopped there only a short while, 
though, as there is nothing to see but a 
cathedral and the city itself is especially 
untidy. So that night after about a 
ten-hour stop-over, we left for Venice 
where we arrived early the next morn- 
ing. 

Venice is just wonderful. I can’t com- 
pare it to anything else I ever saw, be- 
cause it is so positively different. It is 
possible to go all over the city in a gon- 
dola or walk all over it through the 
little narrow streets. As soon as it got 
daylight, we hired a gondola and rode 
for several hours around through the 
canal, taking in the sights. In the 
afternoon we went through the famous 
St. Mark’s cathedral, in which there are 
some wonderful mosaics, all done in 
little tiny pieces of glass and gold. The 
Palace of the Doges came next and in it 
are some wonderful paintings by some of 
the old masters, mostly originals, and 
also the old court rooms where they 
held the political courts. Right across 
the Bridge of Sighs are the dungeons 
and guillotines and beheading blocks 
and so forth, where they used to butcher 
them up. We also went over and took a 
look at the Rialto Bridge where Old 
Shylock was supposed to have held 


forth. The bridge is all covered with 
stalls like Faneuil Hall Market and is 
still used as a market place. When we 
got ready to go to the train in the even- 
ing, we thought we would walk and 
started out. After circling around for 
about an hour, we got hopelessly lost 
and finally hired a gondola to take us 
across. We took a train from there di- 
rect to Rome, a seventeen-hour trip and 
we had the good luck to have to stand up 
about ten hours. Along the middle of 
the next afternoon we finally arrived in 
Rome and spent.the rest of that day and 
night getting cleaned up and rested, for 
we hadn’t had any sleep since leaving 
Lucerne, and were beginning to feel a 
little tired. 

The next day we had the good luck to 
find a couple other soldiers who were of 
Italian nativity and were also on leave, 
And so for the rest of the time we were 
in Rome we had some one to do our 
talking for us, which was a great help. 
We stayed in Rome four days and took 
in St. Peter’s, The Vatican, the Roman 
Forum, the Coliseum, the Catacombs, 
and a young million other places, too 
numerous to mention. As soon as we 
has taken in the more impgrtant things, 
we went on to Naples, where we made 
another four-day stop. Our first day we 
took in Pompeii and I surely was sur- 
prised to find such a_ place as it was. 
Those old people were about a thousand 
years further advanced than I ever had 
any idea of their being. But from all 
appearances, I guess their main idea in 
life was having a good time, as there 
are still many evidences of wine, womer, 
and song. The next day we made the 
trip up Vesuvius, in the cable-car line, a 
great experience, but we were unlucky 
enough to find the top of the mountain 
in the wettest cloud I ever saw. We 
walked around the crater just the same, 
though, and saw the old fellow blowing 
off, but were unable to see very much 
on account of the clouds. On the third 
day we had planned to go out to the 
Island of Capri, which is about twenty 
miles out from Naples, but it was so 
stormy in the morning that we decided 
to take in a couple of museums, instead, 
which we did. We went first to the Na- 
tional Museum of Naples, in which there 
are hundreds of pieces of old sculpture 
that have been dug out of Pompeii and 
many other interesting things. In the 
afternoon we took in another at San 
Martino, which is on a high bluff, over- 
looking the city. 

The next day we left Naples and 
didn’t stop again till we got to Paris, a 
fifty-two hour trip and a hard one, too, 
as the train service of Italy is awful. 
Here we spent five days more, taking 
in the*sights»and- then. didn’t.see but 
very little. You could stay around 
‘“‘Paree’’ a year and then not see every- 
thing that there is of interest. From 
here we went on to Brussels, Belgium, 
stopping another day and then on down 
to Coblenz. We got in most two days 
before our time was up but I was well 
satisfied and in fact was sort of glad to 
get back again, because so much travel 
and everything jammed in such little 
space of time is terribly tiresome. 

Since I started this letter several 
days ago I have received a letter from 
you folks and was real glad to hear from 
you. I guess the reduction of the 
A. F. G. won’t affect any of us right 
away, as they are simply going to send 
the men home as their enlistments 
expire and cease sending over replace- 
ments. They have demobilized several 
outfits lately and transferred the men to 
regular outfits. I do expect to catch 
mine, though, when they reorganize 
Headquarters, as our section has about

Representative Abbott Makes Ad- 
dress at Boston City Club 


In an informal address on “Defec- 
tive Delinquents in Massachusetts” 
given before the Essex County mem- 
bers of the legislature at the Boston 
City Club last week, Representative 
Charles E. Abbott; made a distinct con- 
tribution to public information on a 
subject which is attracting more than 
usual attention, presenting many as- 
tonishing facts concerning the number 
of persons who have less than average in- 
telligence and who need constant care 
by the public. 

It was in regard to the separate pro- 
vision for defective delinquents for 
which the House Ways and Means 
Committee has reported in the House 
today that the following resolve ought 
to pass: 

Resolved: That the commissioner of 
public welfare, the commissioner of 
mental diseases and the commissioner 
of correction are hereby constituted a 
commission to investigate the subject 
of providing suitable and adequate 
quarters for defective delinquents, and 
particularly the subject matter of our 
current House Resolve, No. 642. The 
commission shall report its recommen- 
dations to the next annual session not 
later than the second Saturday in 
January. 

Dr. Abbott's address ranks as both a 
scientific and popular presentation. In 
substance he said; 

“Much time and study is being given 
to the fact that moral obliquity and cer- 
tain errors in conduct have a definite 
pethological and sometimes a correc- 
tional basis, and that an attempt at 
social adjustment must take into con- 
sideration the determining factor of 
intelligence as inborn in the individual 
and the difference and adjustment of 
this characteristic to acquired know- 
ledge. The intelligence-level of each in- 
dividual should be the characteristic 
which places him in his proper sphere of 
activity or restraint in the world’s work. 
The safety of the public depends not so 
much upon the punishment of crime as 
upon the early recognition of the crimi-

nal instincts, either hereditary, the re- 
sult of accident at birth, or the first few 
years of life, or environment. The profit 
to be derived from education should be 
based upon the individual’s power to 
make use of such edueation in propor- 
tion to his intelligence’as manifested in 
daily life and in his attitude toward his 
companions and in case of emerggncy. 
Intellectual development is not a theory, 
but a fact, and not all persons develop, 
under the same circumstances, to the 
same level. Many stop at some one of 
the lower levels of childhood. This is 
the fact to which public attention should 
be drawn and it should be recognized in 
the proper adjustment of professional, 
industrial and vocational life. 

Intelligence should not be confused 
with knowledge and we now know that 
intelligence can be measured as well as 
knowledge and that a person may have 
knowledge that is far out of proportion 
to his intelligence and vice versa. Know- 
ledge being the raw material, intelligence 
determines what one may do with it. 
We have begun to appreciate this fact 
of arrested mental development but we 
have not begun to appreciate the pro- 
portion of human beings who have 
stopped at the ages of ten, twelve or 
fourteen years. 

From statistics obtained through 
tests applied to over 1,700,000 men who 
either enlisted voluntarily or were 
drafted in the World War, and includ- 
ing officers as well as men in the ranks, 
and camp-workers, the following figures, 
representative of 104,500,000 people, 
may be considered, as approximately 
correct, taking as a standard the aver- 
age intelligence of the age of fourteen 
years: 

Twenty-five million are of this grade; 
45,000,000 are still lower; 30,000,000 
are abcve this average; 4,500,000 are of 
superior intelligence. 

The tests applied, though not perfect, 
are at least reliable as a working basis 
and correspond to the figures obtained 
in tests of school children. The great 
work of Dr. Fernald and of Dr. Wallace 
of our own state among the feeble- 
minded substantiates both the theory 
and the fact.

Obituary 


, GEORGE FREDERICK WRIGHT 


An illness of five weeks, terminating 
in cardiac asthma, brought to a close 
the earthly life of Dr. G. Frederick 
Wright of Oberlin, Ohio, who passed 
“into the Far Country” on the after- 
noon of April 20th in the eighty-fourth 
year of his age. 

His was an eventful life, filled with 
hard work, and crowned with the suc- 
cess he most prized, for he loved to serve 
his fellow men, and strove to make the 
world richer by his life. That he suc- 
ceeded is known and read by a vast 
number people in all parts of the world. 

Dr. Wright was born in Whitehall, 
N, Y., January 22, 1838, of old Puritan 
stock, his mother being a descendant of 
the Peabodys of Salem. 

After the district school and a brief 
period of teaching, he entered Oberlifi 
College, which he has characterized as 
“a seething pot of religious, social, edu- 
cational and political reforms whose ebul- 
litions were kept in check by a re- 
markable body of able and level-headed 
professors and trustees.’" This was in 
the time of President Charles G. Finney, 
whose preaching was a potent factor in 
the lives of all earnest students. 

Dr. Wright always said he owed 
much to this strong man. The college 
course which was completed in 1859 
was followed by one at the Theological

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Railway Strike Averted 

The public is to be congratulated 
that the strike on the Eastern Massa- 
chusetts railways has not materialized, 
but there is a bit of a fly in the oint- 
ment, We still have the question of 
whether pay is to be reduced more near- 
ly-in line with a fair balance for all work 
of the type that street-railway men ren- 
der. We are inclined to think there is 
less reason for a drastic flat reduction 
with the street-railway men, particularly 
where a single man is serving as motor- 
man and conductor, than for almost 
any other line of railroad work. Never- 
theless the readjustment must be made, 
and it is to be hoped that those respon- 
sible for protecting the interests of the 
railway men may recognize the import- 
ance of having it done. 

The outstanding feature in connec- 
tion with the whole street railway prob- 
lem is the inability shown by the public 
trustees Lo show really effective manage- 
ment from a standpoint of street-railway 
operation. It may be that they are 
travelling through the devious route 
thut they are, with an object in view, but 
it has been very difficult for most people 
to appreciate what that object is, or 
how they expect to reach it. It might 
be Wise to have some real street railway 
operators put in charge of the Eastern 
Massachusetts Street Railway. 

Water Conservation 

No more important movement is 
underway in the country at the present 
time than that which contemplates a 
development of the latent water power. 
For a number of years in Massachu- 
setts, agitation has kept this subject 
pretty well in the public mind, but it 
has been agitation without any full 
appreciation of Massachusetts condi- 
tions. 

It is interesting to note that notwith= 
standing the statements that have been 
made many times in the public print, as 
to the need of developing waste water 
power here in Massachusetts, the water 
power of Massachusetts is developed 
nearer to a hundred per cent capacity 
than in any State in the entire union. 
Undoubtedly this is due to the beginning 
of industry here, and to the very natural 
use of the small mill powers capable of 
development by the old-fashioned breast 
wheel, such as could be built in almost 
anybody’s back yard, and its applica- 
tion to the problem of furnishing the 
necessary power. Of course the neces- 
sary power at that time was not very 
great, but the result of itis that we have 
a record of use of water power in 
Massachusetts that is pretty satisfac- 
tory. 

The Federal program, therefore, is of 
much less importance to Massachusetts 
than to many other States, except that 
in the minds of many people it repre- 
sents a menace to existing powers rather 
than an aid in developing those now 
lying idle. Already the first echo of this 
menace 18 found in the agitation by cer- 
tain interests, yet not definitely known, 
for the creation of an important power 
development near the Connecticut line 
that would result in seriously menacing 
the remarkable Connecticut river power 
development at Holyoke where three 
water levels are made use of. This is 
one of the best illustrations that could 
be cited as showing the danger that 
comes from the possibility of interfer- 
ence by one State authority as against 
another State authority, and also the 
possibilities of interference by any li- 
censes that the Federal Government 
may give as against the rights estab- 
lished in natural resources for such sover- 
eign States as Massachusetts. It is con- 
ceivable that Massachusetts might be 
able to work out a power development 
within the borders of the State similar- 
ly menacing the developed water power 
of the Merrimack at Manchester, and 
it is conceivable that some method of 
control of water in the State of New 
Hampshire might operate in a no less 
disturbing manner for the basis of the 
industrial prosperity of Lawrence by 
lessening the flow that reaches the 
Lawr ence dam. 

We therefore have placed upon the 
States of New England at the present 
time a big responsibility of protecting 
what they have done as against the pos- 
sible encroachments of schemes made 
possible under Federal license. This is 
not a mythical problem. It is a live one 
for New England industries to consider, 
and it is rather unfortunate that they 
have not considered the situation so as 
to have their program of defense more 
fully developed than it is at the present 
time when Federal activity is so mani- 
fest. 


Editorial Cinders 

While the housing situation in Ando- 
ver is considerably relieved in compari- 
son with conditions obtaining two years 
ago, it is still inadequate to the demands. 
The unfortunate situation is not helped 
any by building conditions. Until these 
settle to a lower level where it is pos- 
sible to get a ten dollar job of plumbing 
done for less than one hundred dollars, 
people are going to be pretty slow in 
undertaking the burden of house con- 
struction. 


The use of tarvia on the Andover high- 
ways increases from year to year, —a 


wise procedure on the part of those in 
control, It is not very long ago that 
certain sections of the town were sprin- 
kied with water at a daily expense, plis 
a nightly discomfort, with consequent 
assessment upon the abutters who were 
only the partial beneficiaries. The tar 
blanket properly applied has practically 
a season’s use with attendant comfort to 
those who use the highway, and at a 
cost that represents only a reasonable 
outlay. Thus we find many of the old- 
fashioned ideas giving way to the use of 
modern. methods and materials that 
once upon a time had a much more 
restricted use than now. ‘The modern 
highway and its method of construction 
is opening itself to the use of many 
materials never thought of a generation 
ago.

chair of Harmony of Science and Reve- 
lation which was created’ especially for 
him. In 1907 he became professor- 
emeritus under the Carnegie pension, 
and devoted his time to an increasing 


’ output of scientific and religious books 


as well as other subjects, all written in 
a clear forceful style which commanded 
thoughtful perusal. He was as equally 
well known as a lecturer. 

His autobiography, ‘‘Story of My Life 
and Work”’, published in 1916 is intensely 
interesting and has had a wide circula- 
tion. His love of music found ample 
scope in Oberlin. After his visit to 
Russia he became very fond of Russian 
music, and derived much pleasure from 
the knowledge that he was largely 
instrumental in calling the attention of 
American lovers of music to its beauty. 


A very important part of his work in 
Oberlin was his editorship of the Bibli- 
otheca Sacra, a quarterly magazine 
devoted to the discussion of religious 
subjects, the most widely read magazine 
of its kind in the world. It was very 
dear to him. He was a frequent con- 
tributor to its columns. 

This Quarterly was founded in An- 
dover in 1844 with Professor Park as its 
principal editor. It was removed to 
Oberlin in 1883, Dr. Wright being one 
of the editors, but in 1900 he became 
the sole responsible editor. 

With all the honors which came to 
him he remained the same modest, 
humble-hearted man he was in the 
Free church. In his autobiography he 
writes, ‘‘What more could I ask except 
that I be spared a few more years to 
show to the generations to come the 


Church, and the tender tributes paid 
him by the different speakers. “‘I 
have finished the course. I have kept 
the faith.” The reading of those words 
at the funeral was eminently fitting. 
The following tribute to Prof. Wright 
was printed in The Oberlin News: 
“The value tothe world of the life of a 
man is measured in part by what he 
contributes to it in his life and in part 
by what he leaves to his fellow man when 
he leaves it. Tried by both these mea- 
sures few men have lived a life so well 
rounded, so complete and of such un- 
questioned value as did George Frederick 
Wright. While the world of science and 
research willremember Dr. Wright inthe 
years to come as a tireless and successful 
seeker after the great truths written-in 
the rocks and buried in the sands, here 
in the little community where for so 
many years he made his home his mem- 
ory will be cherished with a loving af- 
fection that transcends admiration. 
University degrees and elective honors 
are sometimes bestowed unworthily. 
The love and lasting respect of a com- 
munity which has come to know the 
daily life of a man is not often born of 
mistake. And this love and respect Dr. 
Wright had to a degree that hé could 
not in his life havesfully known. The 
affection which his friends and neigh- 
bors had for him was not born of any 
intellectual triumphs he had won, great 
as they were, but it had its being in a 
just appreciation of his manly character, 
his simple dignity and his sound worth. 
His life will be a helpful and inspiring 


memory for many years to come.

must be verified by oath as required by section 31 
of Chapter 59, General Laws. 

Under the provisions of Section 29 and 30, Chap- 
ter 59, General Laws, the above mentioned lists 
must be in form prescribed by the Commissioner of 
Corporations and Taxation of the Commonwealth. 
These blank forms may be had at the Assessors’ 
office, or will be mailed to any address upon appll- 
cation. 

Section 34, Chapter 59, General Laws. "A 
mortgagor or mortgagee of real estate may 
‘bring in to the assessors of the town where it 
lies, within the time prescribed by the notice 
under section twenty-nine, a sworn statement 
of the amount secured thereon or on each separ- 
ate parcel thereof, with the name and residence 
of every holder of an interest therein as mort- 
gagor or mortgagee. If such property is sit- 
uated in two or more places, or if a recorded 
mortgage includes two or more estates or parts 
of an estate as security for one sum, such state- 
ment shall include an estimate of the interest 

of the mortgagee in each estate or part thereof. 

The assessors shall, from such statement or oth- 

erwise, ascertain the proportionate interests of 

the mortgagor or mortgagee respectively in said 
estates, and shall assess the same accordingly. 

If, in any year, such statement is not brought 

in, the tax for that year on such real estate 

shall not be invalid merely for the reason that 
the interest of the mortgagee therein has not 
been assessed to him. 

In accordance with Section 29 aforesid, all per 
sons, except corporations making returns to the 
Commissioner of Insurance as required by secticn 
38, Chapter 176, General Laws, are hereby re- 
quired to bring in to the assessors, on or before the 
15th day of May next, true lists of all real and per- 
sonal estate held by them, respectively, for liter- 


ary; temperance,-benevolent, charitable, or scien- 


tifie purposes on the first day of April, in the current 


year, or at the election of such corporation on the 
last day of ite fiscal year last preceding eaid April 
first, together with statements of the amounts of 
all receipts and expenditures for said purpores 
during the year last preceding said days; such lists 
and statements to be in accordance with blanks 
furnished by the Commissioner of Corporations and 
Taxation.
